I  think  some  comments  are  in 
order  on  Gabriele  Nichols’  article 
“Converting  Television:  The  New 
Catholic  Channel.”  (Editor’s  note: 
on  page  5  of  the  October  25''' 
issue) 

I’m  not  surprised  the  Catholic 
Channel  doesn’t  hold  his  interest. 
It  isn’t  meant  to  be  entertainment, 
and  college  students  are  not  its 
primary  target  market.  In  our 
culture,  we  are  more  and  more 
seeing  “entertainment”  as  the 
primary  benchmark  to  judge  the 
worth  of  all  communication.  I 
think  our  Core  Curriculum  shows 
that  entertainment  isn’t  the  only  or 
even  primary  purpose  for 
communication,  at  least  not  in 
serious  books,  films,  or  TV 
programs.  The  Catholic  Channel 
targets  viewers  seeking  to  increase 
their  capacity  to  know,  love,  and 
serve  God.  If  you  are  not  into 
that,  then  I  suspect  the 
programming  won’t  hold  you. 


Although  there  is  much  more 
that  could  be  said,  I  would  like  to 
mention  two  points  that  make  me 
rather  sad.  The  first  is  about 
Communion  hosts.  In  Dachau, 
the  Nazis  had  a  special  “Priest 
Block”  numbered  25487.  It 
contained  about  3,000  Catholic 
priests  and  some  other  clergy  at 
any  one  time  on  their  way  to 
death.  How  many  frightened  men 
in  trembling  fear  consecrated  a  bit 
of  stale  bread  from  dinner  so 
Jesus  could  be  with  them  as  they 
passed  into  eternity?  Finally  there 
is  Mr.  Nichols’  “Amazonian 
Nun.”  I  hope  this  isn’t  an  oblique 
reference  to  Sr.  Dorothy  Stang 
who  received  posthumously  an 
honorary  degree  from  SIC. 
Upperclassmen  will  recall  Sr. 
Dorothy  was  murdered  with  a 
gunshot  to  the  head  by  a  hired 
killer  while  she  sat  in  the  dirt 
reading  her  Bible.  She  was  an 
activist  nun  trying  to  save  the

Such  material 
often  backfires  as  the  audience 
widens.  To  some  extent,  it 
reminds  me  of  the  bigoted  humor 
of  the  early  part  of  the  20'*’ 

Century  when  we  Catholics  were 
often  hated  and  ridiculed  for  our 
Faith. 

As  President  and  thus  publisher 
of  “The  Observer,”  I  apologize  to 
any  readers  who  might  have  been 
hurt  and/or  offended  by 
“Converting  Television:  The  New 
Catholic  Channel.”

The  Hives-  The  Black  and  White 
Album 

A  gang  of  Swedish  punk 
rockers.  The  Hives  have  long 
been  fascinated  with  cultivating 
an  anachronistic  image.  They  talk 
of  mysterious  Svengali  leaders, 
wear  color-coded  outfits,  and 
perform  garage-punk  rock  that 
sounds  like  it’s  long  lost  music 
from  the  70s.  They’re  energetic 
and  exhilarating,  but  through 
three  albums  they  could  receive 
much  the  same  criticism  as  AC/ 
DC:  they  practically  rewrote  the 
same  song  over  and  over. 

The  Black  and  White  Album 
addresses  this  repetitiveness,  or 
consistency  depending  on  how 
you  view  their  music.  The  new 
album  utilizes  a  hip-hop  producer 
for  several  songs,  and  some  of  the 
tracks  depend  on  odd 
instrumentation  and  outdated 
synthesizers.

Pixar  Studios  have  created  one 
of  the  greatest  strings  of  successes 
in  movies  history.

I  recommend  Ratatouille  for 
anybody  that  enjoys  fine  food, 
beautiful  scenery,  or  just  an 
amazing  cinematic  experience.

Ocean 's  13  is  great  for 
anybody  who  loved  the  first 
movie,  or  simply  wants  a 
thoroughly  entertaining 
distraction. 

Hopefully  these  ideas  can  help 
with  the  yearly  Christmas 
shopping  ordeal.

It  was  a  sweet  ending  to  a 
rather  confusing  season  for  the 
Pumas,  Ending  their  2007 
campaign  on  a  good  note,  SJC 
routed  the  Blue  Tigers  52-7  in 
front  of  a  senior  day  crowd  on 
Saturday,  November  10,  The 
game  seemed  almost  necessary 
considering  the  frustration  that 
has  plagued  the  Pumas  through  a 
seven-loss  season.  However,  it  is 
always  good  to  go  out  on  top.  and 
the  Pumas  accomplished  just  that. 
Taking  a  commanding  28-7  lead 
into  halftime,  the  Pumas 
demonstrated  why  they  were 
better  than  their  record  (4-7,  3-2 
GLFC)  showed. 

Offensively,  the  Pumas  put 
together  their  highest  point  total 
this  season  and  held  their 
opponents  to  a  season-low  seven 
points.  Senior  quarterback 
Anthony  Lindsey  punctuated  his 
final  performance  as  a  Puma  with 
a  229-yard  day  and  three 
touchdowns.  Lindsey  certainly 
left  made  his  mark  in  the  annals 
of  Puma  football,  as  he  finished 
his  tenure  as  SJC  quarterback 


with  900  completions,  1,470 
attempts,  10,458  yards,  and  87 
touchdowns,  all  school-records. 

Senior  running  back  Greg 
Ford  and  senior  wide  receiver 
Dan  Paulsen  also  ended  their 
careers  as  offensive  threats  with 
solid  performances.  Ford  rushed 
for  74  yards  on  29  carries  and  one 
touchdown.  Paulsen  caught  six 
balls  for  91  yards  and  one  score. 
Perhaps  one  of  the  Pumas  most 
versatile  players  in  the  100  plus 
years  of  the  program,  Paulsen  is 
the  all-time  leader  in  receptions 
(238),  all-purpose  yards  (3,581), 
and  receiving  touchdowns  (29). 

Defensively,  the  Pumas  had 
their  best  performance  of  the 
season.  Senior  linebacker  Fred 
Blanton  led  all  defenders  with  1 1 
tackles  (2.5  for  loss),  recording 
the  fourth-most  tackles  for  loss 
(31 )  in  school  history.  Senior 
DeQwan  Young  exhibited  his 
defensive  prowess  for  one  last 
time,  nabbing  an  interception  and 
recording  two  pass-breakups. 
Young’s  interception  moved  him 


up  to  fourth  on  the  all-time 
interceptions  list  (15).  Young’s 
special  teams  action  this  season 
has  also  allowed  him  to  establish 
himself  as  third  all-time  in  kick 
return  yards  (592). 

All  12  of  the  seniors  were 
treated  with  a  ceremony  with 
their  parents  before  the  game 
clock  began  ticking  away.  But  it 
seemed  that  the  emotion 
displayed  on  the  faces  of  the 
seniors  did  not  disappear  once 
they  stepped  foot  on  the  gridiron. 

“I’ve  met  a  lot  of  great  people 
over  the  four  years  and  had  a 
great  experience  playing  at  this 
school,”  said  Lindsey.  “This  year 
wasn’t  what  we  expected,  but  we 
played  a  lot  tougher  schedule 
than  in  the  years  past.”  Although 
the  senior  class  may  not  have 
been  used  to  the  sub-. 500  record 
this  season,  this  year’s  seniors 
still  managed  to  win  26  games 
between  2004  and  2007,  a  feat

about  which  very  few  Puma 
teams  can  boast.  The  Pumas  also 
finished  with  a  winning  record  in 
conference  play,  one  win  away 
from  a  second  consecutive  Great 
Lakes  Football  Conference 
crown. 

The  powers-that-be  in  the 
GLFC  must  have  recognized  the 
athleticism  and  determination  of 
the  football  squad,  as  21  SJC 
players  were  selected  to  first, 
second,  and  honorable  mention 
All-Conference  teams.  Notable 
names  include  redshirt-senior 
running  back  Greg  Ford  and 
offensive  lineman  John  Brasch 
for  offensive  first  team  selections, 
while  junior  linebacker  Rob 
Perricone  and  strong  safety 
Deshon  McClendon  made  the 
defensive  first  team. 

Given  the  importance  of  this 
year’s  senior  class  and  to  the 
tradition  of  football  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College,  the  legacy  must 
continue.  However,  it  is  not  a 
time  to  panic.  The  ground-work 
has  been  laid  for  a  promising 
future,  especially  for  the  defense. 

“I  think  the  defense  will  be  the 
exact  same  as  when  our  class 
came  in;  we  were  young  and 
eager  to  play,”  said  senior 
cornerback  DeQwan  Young.  “If

Pumas  Outlast  UMSL  in  Overtime

The  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
men’s  basketball  team 
watched  a  double-digit  lead 
evaporate  in  the  second  half 
on  Saturday  against  the 
University  of  Missouri-St. 
Louis,  but  rallied  to  force 
overtime  and  dominated  the 
extra  session,  overcoming  the 
Tritons,  90-82.  at  Ricahrd  F. 
Scharf  Alumni  Fieldhouse. 

Central  to  the  Pumas’ 
efforts  was  the  play  of  Ronald 
Coleman  (Sr.,  South  Holland, 
IL/Thomridge),  who  poured 
in  a  career-high  31  points, 
making  18  of  19  free  throws, 
along  with  nine  rebounds, 
seven  assists,  and  five  steals. 

Coleman  put  up  17  of  his 
points  in  the  first  half  as  SJC 
(3-2,  2-0  Great  Lakes  Valley 
Conference)  built  a  36-31 
halftime  advantage.  The  score 
was  tied  eight  times  in  the 
first  20  minutes,  and  the 
Tritons  led,  26-25,  with  4:32 


remaining  in  the  period.  Coleman 
made  seven  free  throws  in  a  9-0 
run  that  yielded  a  34-26  SJC  lead 
before  UMSL  narrowed  the  gap 
in  the  final  seconds  before  the 
break. 

Coleman  drilled  another 
three-pointer  to  start  the  second 
half,  and  Brandon  Mayse  (Jr., 
Centerville,  IN)  provided  the  first 
double-digit  lead  with  a  layup 
that  left  the  score  at  4 1  -3 1 .  The 
visitors  narrowed  the  gap  to  46- 
42  before  SJC  .scored  nine 


straight  points  to  take  a  55-42 
lead  with  12:16  left.  The  Pumas’ 
edge  reached  its  largest  at  58-44 
with  10:57  left. 

The  Tritons  (2-3,  0-2  GLVC) 
trailed,  64-54,  before  putting 
together  a  14-4  rally  that  tied  the 
score  at  68-68  with  3:29  to  go  in 
regulation.  A  three-point  play  by 
Larricus  Brown  and  a  free  throw 
from  Paul  Paradoski  put  UMSL 
up,  72-68,  with  2:14  remaining. 

Mayse  scored  off  a  pass  from 
Will  Jones  (Jr.,  East  St.  Louis,  IL/ 


Illinois  Central  CC)  to  cut  SJC’s 
deficit  in  half,  and  Coleman  stuck 
a  pair  of  charity  tosses  to  knot  the 
game  at  72-72  with  59  seconds 
left.  Brown  sank  two  free  throws 
with  44  seconds  remaining  to 
briefly  give  the  visitors  back  the 
lead,  but  Coleman  fed  Mayse  for 
a  layup  on  the  next  trip  down  the 
floor  to  send  the  game  into  extra 
time. 

The  Pumas  took  charge  once 
the  overtime  period  began, 

.scoring  seven  of  the  first  nine 


Ronell  Tibbs,  Josh  Blair,  or  Jon 
Kirkland  get  better  in  their 
technique  and  cornerback  they 
will  be  a  really  special  defense.

points.  A  three-pointer  by  Jones 
wound  up  giving  SJC  the  lead  for 
good,  and  a  7-0  run  late  in  the 
period  put  the  contest  out  of 
reach.  The  hosts  made  5  of  7 
shots  from  the  floor  in  overtime. 

The  Pumas  had  five  players 
score  in  double  figures  for  the 
second  straight  game,  as  Devin

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Attention  AFC:  Watch  Out 
for  the  Cowboys !

“How  ‘bout  them  Cowboys?” 
As  Team  Owner  Jerry  Jones  has 
emphatically  remarked  over  the 
years  of  his  team’s  success,  “Big 
D”  is  having  their  best  season 
since  their  championship  years  in 
the  mid-1990s.  The  Cowboys’ 
success  and  popularity  of  that 
time  earned  them  the  nickname 
“America’s  Team.”  In  any  other 
NFL  season,  the  Cowboys  march 
to  a  15-1  regular  season  record 
would  be  dominating  the 
headlines  of  the  NFL.  However, 
their  one  loss  in  Week  6  at  the 
hands  of  the  new  “America’s 
Team,”  the  undefeated  New 
England  Patriots,  shaped  the 
course  for  the  rest  of  this  NFL 
season. 

The  Cowboys  are  the  most 
successful  team  of  the  modern  era 
of  the  NFL  since  1960.  They  have 
won  5  Super  Bowls  and  8 
Conference  Championships, 
including  three  championships  in 
the  mid  90s.  The  Cowboys  have 
more  victories  (40)  on  Monday 
Night  Football  than  any  other 
NFL  team,  and  they  hold  NFL 
records  for  the  most  consecutive 
winning  seasons  (20,  from  1966 
to  1985)  and  most  seasons  with  at 
least  10  wins  (24).  The  team  has 
earned  the  most  postseason 
appearances  (28,  which  includes 
another  league  record  of  playing 
in  55  postseason  games,  winning 
32  of  them),  the  most 
appearances  in  the  NFC 
Championship  Game  (14),  and 
the  most  Super  Bowl  appearances 
(8),  two  more  than  any  other  NFL 
team.  The  Cowboys  also  played 
in  2  NFL  championship  games 
before  the  NFL’s  1 970  merger 
with  the  American  Football 
League.  The  Cowboys  became 
the  first  team  in  NFL  history  to 
win  3  Super  Bowls  in  just  4  years 
(a  feat  that  has  been  matched 
only  once  since,  by  the  New 
England  Patriots)  and  they  are 
also  tied  with  the  San  Francisco 
49ers  and  the  Pittsburgh  Steelers 
for  having  the  most  Super  Bowl 
wins  (5). 

Dallas  most  recently  beat  the 
Green  Bay  Packers  on  a  Thursday 
night  contest  at  Texas  Stadium  by 
the  score  of  37-27.  The  game 
marked  the  first  time  two  teams 
with  records  of  10-1  or  better 
faced  off  since  the  10-1  New 


York  Giants  and  San  Francisco 
49ers  played  on  Dec.  3,  1990. 
The  Cowboys’  win.  which  was 
only  shown  exclusively  on  the 
NFL  Network,  exhibited  all  the 
reasons  why  the  Cowboys  are 
once  again  the  dominant  force  in 
the  NFC.  Cowboys’  quarterback 
Tony  Romo  was  19/30  for  309 
yards  and  four  touchdowns. 

Romo  has  thrown  33  touchdown 
passes  for  the  season  and  is  on 
pace  for  44  for  the  season,  which 
would  tie  him  for  third  all-time  in 
a  single  season  with  Dan 
Marino’s  mark  in  1986.  Vain  and 
outspoken  wide  receiver  Terrell 
Owens  caught  seven  of  Romo’s 
passes  for  156  yards  and  a 
touchdown,  while  running  backs 
Marion  Barber  and  Julius  Jones 
combined  for  26  carries  and  107 
yards. 

The  Cowboys’  offense  ranks 
second  in  the  league  behind  New 
England  390.9  yards  per  game 
and  32.9  points  per  game.  Their 
high-scoring  offense  is 
complemented  by  a  solid  defense, 
ranked  eighth  in  the  NFL.  Safety 
Roy  Williams  leads  the  team  in 
tackles  and  outside  linebacker 
DeMarcus  Ware  leads  the  team 
with  10  quarterback  sacks.  The 
Cowboys’  defense  also  has 
intercepted  18  passes  and  caused 
13  fumbles,  setting  up  an  offense 
that  has  scored  48  touchdowns  so 
far  this  season.  They  have 
already  clinched  a  playoff  berth 
and  seem  well  on  their  way  to 
winning  the  NFC  East.  Their 
remaining  opponents  are  against 
Detroit  (6-6),  Philadelphia  (5-7), 
Carolina  (5-7),  and  Washington 
(5-7). 

The  Cowboys’  offensive 
firepower  this  year  is  reminiscent 
of  the  “triplets”  of  the  1 990s 
when  Dallas  won  three  Super 
Bowls  in  four  years  with 
quarterback  Troy  Aikman, 
running  back  Emmitt  Smith,  and 
wide  receiver  Michael  Irvin. 

Their  consistent  excellence  in 
that  decade  set  a  precedent  that 
Dallas  has  yet  to  match  since 
their  last  playoff  victory  in  1996. 
In  the  last  eleven  years,  they  have 
made  the  playoffs  four  times, 
losing  each  time  in  the  first  round 
of  the  post-season.  Many  may 
remember  their  21-20  loss  to  the 
Seattle  Seahawks  last  season  in 
the  Wildcard  round  after  Tony 


Romo  fumbled  the  snap  on  a 
potential  game- winning  19-yard 
field  goal. 

The  agenda  for  the  Cowboys’ 
this  season,  however,  is  not  just 
to  win  a  playoff  game,  but  to 
make  it  to  the  Super  Bowl  and 
beat  the  AFC  Champion.  If  they 
can  make  it  that  far,  odds  are  that 
they  would  play  the  New  England 
Patriots,  a  rematch  of  the  Week  6 
game  that  handed  Dallas  their 
only  loss.  The  Cowboys  were 
leading  that  game  in  the  third 
quarter  at  one  point,  but 
eventually  lost  48-27  after  the 
Patriots  ran  up  the  score  late. 
“Hopefully  we’ll  see  them  down 
the  road,”  said  Terrell  Owens 
after  that  game,  referring  to  a 
possible  Super  Bowl  rematch. 
After  duplicating  the  Cowboys’ 
feat  of  winning  three  Super 
Bowls  in  four  years  one  decade 
later,  many  people  proclaimed  the 
Patriotic  Patriots  the  new 
“America’s  Team.”  If  these  two 
teams  continue  at  their  current 
pace.  Super  Bowl  XLII  could  be 
the  game  that  decides  who  is 
really  “America’s  Team.” 

Looking  ahead,  the  press 
coverage  and  hype  of  that  match¬ 
up  would  be  astronomical.  While 
Green  Bay,  Indianapolis,  and 
Pittsburgh  all  still  have  a  good 
chance  of  competing  in  the  big 
game,  Dallas  and  New  England 
are  at  the  top  of  their  respective 
conferences.  With  all  the  juicy 
storylines  and  star  power  in  a 
potential  rematch,  the  game 
would  surely  be  the  most  hyped 
Super  Bowl  of  the  decade,  but  for 
good  reasons.  The  teams  have  a 
chance  to  finish  the  season 
undefeated  against  the  rest  of  the 
league,  with  the  only  loss 
between  them  coming  from  the 
Week  6  contest  between  the  two, 
and  with  the  possibility  of  Tony 
Romo  versus  Tom  Brady,  Terrell 
Owens  versus  Randy  Moss,  and 
the  redefinition  of  who  really  is 
“America’s  Team,”  the  game 
could  truly  be  considered 
“Super.”
